No prior art has been found to anticipate or render obvious the presently claimed subject matter. 
Specifically, none of the prior art of record discloses the combination of the limitations presented including 
the specified composition of the phosphor with the specified content of the activators, said composition of 
the phosphor having a crystal structure demonstrated advanced luminescence characteristics in the 
experiments.
